DATA SOURCES 


Population and age groups 


Estimated resident population (ERP) is the official estimate of the Australian population, 
which links people to a place of usual residence within Australia. The estimated resident 
population and age group data are as of 30 June 2017. This data can be found in Regional 
Population Growth, Australia, 2016-17 (cat. no. 3218.0). 

Person, family and household characteristics 

Characteristics of persons, families and households are from the 2016 Census of Population 
and Housing. These are expressed as percentages of the Census population and are not 
directly comparable to the ERP counts. They are intended as an indicator of the size of a 
group in an electorate. 

Geographic boundaries 

The ABS approximates the Australian Electoral Commission's (AEC's) electoral boundaries 
using the Australian Statistical Geographic Standard (ASGS) boundaries for Statistical Area 
Level 1 (SA1). More information can be found in our Australian Statistical Geographic 
Standard (ASGS): Vol 3 - Non-ABS structures, July 2018 (cat. no. 1270.0.55.003) 
publication.

CHANGES IN BOUNDARIES SINCE 2016 


The boundaries for commonwealth electoral divisions have changed since the 2016 federal 
election. The most recent boundary redistributions by the Australian Electoral Commission 
(AEC) were: 


e the 2017 redistribution of the Northern Territory and Tasmania, and 
e the 2018 redistribution of Queensland, Victoria, the Australian Capital Territory and 
South Australia.

SUMMARY OF CHANGES BETWEEN 2016-2018 
The Commonwealth Electoral Divisions developed by the ABS are an approximation of the 


AEC electoral divisions, using one or more Statistical Areas Level 1 (SA1) in the Australian 
Statistical Geographic Standard (ASGS). 


There were 56 electoral divisions affected by boundary change between 2016 and 2018. 
Compared to 2016: 
e there are 151 electoral divisions rather than 150 divisions 
e there are 2 new electoral divisions, specifically Fraser in Victoria and Bean in the 
Australian Capital Territory 


e 1 electoral division has been dissolved, specifically Port Adelaide in South Australia 
e 6 existing electoral divisions have been renamed

Proportional information on person, family and household characteristics is sourced from the 
2016 Census of Population and Housing. 


Families 


The sum of the percentages for family composition in the table may not total 100% because 
the table does not include the category ‘Other families’. Data is for families in occupied 
private dwellings only. Family data are based on Place of Enumeration.

Housing 


The sum of the percentages for tenure type in the table may not total 100% because the 
table does not include the categories ‘Other tenure type’ (e.g. dwellings occupied under a 
life tenure scheme) and ‘Tenure type not stated’.

Household data are based on Place of Enumeration. 


Median household income, median rent and median mortgage are calculated for occupied 
private dwellings only. Data is based on Place of Enumeration.

Overseas visitors are 
excluded. Data for persons are based on Place of Usual Residence.

Born overseas 
Overseas visitors are excluded as they are not usual residents of Australia. The 'Not stated’ 
responses are included in the calculation of percentages. Data for persons are based on

Recent migrants 


‘Recent migrants’ refer to residents of Australia who arrived from overseas from 2006 up to 
the 2016 Census. Overseas visitors are excluded. The 'Not stated’ responses are included 


in the calculation of percentages. Data for persons are based on Place of Usual Residence.

Language other than English spoken at home 


Overseas visitors are excluded as they are not usual residents of Australia. The 'Not stated’ 
responses are included in the calculation of percentages. Data for persons are based on 
Place of Usual Residence.

Engagement 


Data is listed for 18-64 year olds only. The sum of the percentages in the table may not total 
100% because the table does not include the category ‘Engagement status 
undetermined/Not stated’. Data is based on Place of Usual Residence.

Occupation 


Occupation data has been provided at the 1-digit level. The sum of the percentages in the 
table may not total 100% because the table does not include the Occupation categories 
‘Inadequately described’ and 'Not stated’. Data for persons are based on Place of Usual 
Residence.

Education 


‘Year 12 or equivalent completion for 20 to 24 year olds' is based on the Highest Year of 
School Completed. 


‘Certificate III or higher’ is for all people aged 15 and over. ‘Certificate III or higher’ includes 
Certificate III, Certificate IV, Diploma, Advanced Diploma, Bachelor Degree, Graduate 
Certificate, Graduate Diploma and Postgraduate Degree level qualifications. It is based on 
the Level of Highest Educational Attainment. 


Data is based on Place of Usual Residence.
